be straggling agaiust fate with an empty 
pocketbook sho mar have tbe eame ac- 
commodations for nothing at all until 
fortune smiles. 


Yet tho hotel is not a charitable in- 


stitution. A more valuable possession 
than'money is required to give yon en- 
try there. Ton most have brains, and 
they must be brains, moreover, that are 
refined and polisbod by education and 
culture, for tbe hotel is conducted for 
anthers, musicians, teachers and mem- 
bers of other professions wbo find tem- 
porary difficulty in wringing dollars 
from an uimppreciative world, and for 
those wbo are incapacitated by ago or 
illness from earning money. 


A conrtly old gentleman opens tho 


front door to tha needy brain-worker 
wbo comes for the first time and bows 
the caller into the parlor, with the iu- 
forrmttiou that Miss 
will attend 


her presently. A very pleasant first im- 
pression of the hotel is received whilo 
waiting here. Tbese parlors beem in- 
stinct with'informality and sociability. 
The plain, substantial fnrnitnre; tbo 
piano, with its loose and apparently oft 
turned sbeeta of mnsic; tho well thumb- 
ed mngazinus and books, tbe portraits 
and engravings, combine to remind one 
of an old fashioned country honse 
where hospitality and simplicity dwell 
and ostentation lias no place. 


The door opens softly, and a sweet 


faced woman enters. In a manner full 
of charm anil taot she asks tbe necessary 
questions, and tbe caller is invited to 
come uguiu on a certain day. Mean- 
while her credentials are carefully in- 
vestigated. If tho result is satisfactory, 
a warm welcome awaits her on her soo- 
ond visit, and she becomes one of the 
little company whose ambitious in art 
or literature have not yet been realized 
or are woru out with tbo efforts of a 
lifetime. She pays whatever she can af- 
ford, from $1 a week to $7, and sympa- 
thy and material aid, where possible, 
aro extended to her in ber work.

Th« Cap* Voyage, Whlcl) Thackeray Took, 


the So Called Orerlau* Kuute and tho 
SIIBI Can»l War—Interesting Features of 
th. Latter. 


"You recall perhaps," said tbe re- 


turned East Indian, "that Colonel New- 
come in making bis final visit home 
from India came by tbe so called over- 
haul route, across the desert from the 
head of the Bed sea to Cairo? Thacke- 
ray, himself an East Indian by birth, 
Vias sent to England as a child, but ha 
oume by way of the cape of Good Hope 
a'ld St. Helena and cangbt a glimpse 
or' tho exiled Napoleon. There must be 
yi it a few persons living' wbo recall the 
time when Thackeray's voyage was the 
oue everybody made in going from In- 
d'ia to England, and there are, of course, 
thousands tbat have made the caravan 
journey, as it is only a quarter of a cen- 
tury since ths opening of the Snez ca- 
uul. That last even bas done more than 
any other one thing to make life in 
British India endurable, for tbo cutting 
erf the canal bos reduced tbo journey 
homo to a fortnight less and brought 
the round trip ticket down to £85. The 
price one way by the caravan route was 
£120, 
just about the cost of a trip 


ai-ouud the world in our day. Thacke- 
ray's journey was a matter of months, 
Colonel Newcome's a matter of weeks, 
that of the East Indian now a matter of 
days. 
' 


"Lieutenant Waghoru was the man 


to lay down and establish tho caravan 
route. It soon became a regular freight 
and passenger line. It was from Snez to 
Cjiro, a distance of 70 miles, usually 
made m about three clays. The freight 
was carried on tho backs of camels, and 
the passengers rode in a rude diligence 
drawn by mules. There woro caravan- 
saries every five miles, where the mules 
were changed, and at some of these 
there was food to be had. The great 
standby was 'spatchcock.' When the na- 
tives in charge of a caravansary spisd 
an approaching caravau, they instantly 
rushed out, caught some fowls, wrung 
their necks, and an hour later served 
them, scarce dead, to the travelers; 
hence tbe name spatchcock. That jonr- 
noy across tho deaort was most trying 
to women and children, and the railroad 
from Suez to Cairo iu 1S.TJ was hailed 
as a vast improvement over the caravan 
method of travel. 


"Ten years later came the canal. Tho 


digging of the canal practically de- 
stroyed Suez, for tho port is some dis- 
tance from tho city, and a bu»y town 
with a largo hotel and many &mall ones 
has been transformed into a dust heap 
in tha dosert. Tho canal, in destroying 
one towu, built up tho others, for Port 
Said aud Ismailia aro creatures of tho 
catial. Tho former u^ed to be ono of the 
worst places on earth, and at ordinary 
times ono of tho dullest. Tho vicious 
Levantines, of all eastern races, and 
the equally vicious Europeans from ev- 
ery part of the continent seemed to 
wake into activity only at the approach 
of a ship. Then dancebouses, gambling 
bells and every sort of evil resort opened 
wide their doors to tho delayed traveler. 
Perhaps it is bettor now, or possibly 
wot.se, for in thebe days a single com- 
pany pays moro than 11,000,000 a year 
in tolls, and thoro is an almost coutin- 
notis procession of ships through the 
canal. 


'Tho Suez canal is in somo respects 


the most wonderful waterway in tbe 
world. As soon as tho traveler enters it 
he realizes that ho is in tho hands of the 
French. A French speaking pilot takes 
possession of tho ship, and all officers of 
the caiial aro Frenchmen. The gares, or 
turnouts, wbero a ship waits to let an- 
other pass, are in tho charge of old 
French soldiers, and it is charming to 
BOO how they beautify their avid sur- 
roundings.

Of course wo caught no 
glimpse of tho ladies, but Tewfik and 
Dp Lesseps, who waa his guest, came 
ont on tho Bpou&on beam to greet us, 
and wo manned tho yards with native 
Bailors in honor of the two.

IT to 24 hours, and sinco the nso of 
powerful ulootrio lights has mado night 
navigation in the caunl possible the 
journey from England to India is made 
with few serirfhs delays. It used to be 
that all tho coal for ships traversing 
the Red sea was carried across the isth- 
mna on the backs of camels. Ships now 
oomitionly coal at Fort Said. Quo of tho 
enrions features of navigation in tho 
canal and tho Rod sea is the absence of 
largo sailing craft. Tho Red sea is so 
bemtnod in with mountains on either 
coasl, that tho progress of a largo sailing 
ship would be extremely slow and at- 
tend 3d with danger from sndden squalls. 
Such a passage of the Rod sea would be 
almost intolerable, for tho heat is op- 
pressive, and tho monotony of tho arid 
sand hills ashoro is tedious beyond ex- 
pression. There aro lighthouses along 
tbe shores, and there is no drearier lot 
than that of tho lighthouse keeper on 
tbo lied sea. Few persons on this side 
of the world realize that tha seals 1,- 
BOO miles long."
